The  saga  of  MWC  continues  to  unfold.  Every 
year  more  and  more  changes  occur.  This 
year  was  no  exception.  The  campus,  and  its 
students  and  faculty  witnessed  several  new  addi- 
tions and  changes  to  the  college  which  enhanced 
not  only  MWCs  appearance  but  also  its  character. 
The  former  Pub  received  a  new  name  and  a  face- 
lift. The  new  Club  Underground  located  in  ACL, 
was  a  huge  success  this  year.  Several  comedians, 
musicians,  and  singers  performed  throughout  the 
year  for  packed  houses.  Some  of  the  acts  included 
Carl  Rosen,  Jimmy  Landry,  Chris  Brady  and  a 
weekend  long  Blues  Festival  in  March. 

To  relieve  dorm  overcrowding,  a  new  residence 
hall  located  behind  Jefferson  was  opened  in 
August.  Because  of  its  abundance  of  upperclass 
residents  who  wanted  to  "break  in"  the  new  dorm,  it 
was  a  popular  spot  for  parties. 

Perhaps  the  most  needed  addition  was  opened 
in  January.  The  new  Library  was  an  instant  suc- 
cess. The  building  was  a  far  cry  from  E.  Lee  Trinkle. 
The  new  library  held  300,000  volumes  and  every 
floor  had  separate  study  cubicles  and  rooms,  on- 
line catalogue  computers,  bathrooms  and  carpet- 
ing. Locating  research  material  proved  to  be  much 
easier  and  quicker,  but  finding  a  place  to  study  was 
a  much  more  difficult  task  due  to  the  amount  of 
students  in  the  building. 

The  improvements  will  not  end  with  this  year. 
Ground  breaking  on  another  residence  hall 
occurred  in  April.  This  one  will  be  next  to  Goolrick. 
Plans  for  more  dorms,  a  convocation  center  and 
the  remodeling  of  Trinkle  are  in  the  making. 
Changes  will  also  take  place  in  the  general  educa-

An  Angle  on 
the  World    ' 


^riumph  and  tragedy  are  two  words 
which  accurately  describe  world- 
wide and  national  events  of  the 
1988-1989  academic  school  year.  The  con- 
trasting events  drew  the  people  of  the 
world  together  to  help  one  another  solve 
both  old  and  new  problems. 

The  Summer  Olympics  in  Seoul,  Korea 
brought  the  world  together  of  two  weeks 
of  friendly  competition  and  colorful  fan- 
fare. The  U.S.  Olympic  Team  faired  well 
against  their  international  competitors. 
Top  American  winners  included  diver 
Greg  Louganis,  Swimmer  Matt  Biondi  and 
track  and  field  stars  Carl  Lewis  and  Flo- 
rence Griffith  Joyner. 

The  Presidential  Election  proved  to  be 
triumphant  for  the  Republicans  once 
again.  George  Bush  and  running  mate  Dan 
Quayle  received  426  electorial  votes  beat- 
ing out  the  Democratic  Michael  Dukakis/ 
Lloyd  Bentsen  ticket.  Election  issues  in- 
cluded Americas  homeless,  the  drug  war, 
the  national  deficit  and  the  environment. 

Relations  between  the  United  States 
and  the  Soviet  Union  improved  after  sev- 
eral years  of  trying  to  bring  the  two  count- 
ries together.  Mikhail  Gorbachev  visited 
New  York  City  in  Mid-December  and  met 
with  President  Reagan. 

The  space  shuttle  Discovery  blasted 
into  orbit  in  September.  It  was  the  first  flight 
since  the  challenger  disaster  in  1986. 

Other  winners  of  the  year  were  the  Los 
Angelos  Dodgers  in  the  World  Series  and 
the  San  Fransisco  49ers  in  the  Superbowl. 
Notre  Dame  proved  to  be  the  nation's  top 
college  football  team  by  beating  West  Vir- 
ginia in  the  Fiesta  Bowl  and  the  Michigan 
Wolverines  won  the  NCAA  basketball 
tournament. 

Along  beside  the  numerous  triumphs 
came  several  major  tragedies. 


In  late  September  powerful  Hurricane 
Gilbert  roared  across  the  Caribbean  leav- 
ing a  path  of  death  and  destruction.  Over 
300  people  were  killed  and  hundreds  of 
thousands  were  left  homeless,  in  the 
islands  of  the  Caribbean,  Central  America, 
Mexico  and  the  United  States. 

An  earthquake  in  Soviet  Armenia  in  mid- 
December  leveled  the  town  of  Spitak  leav- 
ing 50,000  dead,  130,000  injured  and 
500,000  homeless.  The  countries  of  the 
world  responded  immediately  with  food, 
clothing,  medical  supplies,  and  rescue 
aid.  The  Soviets  received  the  largest  out- 
pouring of  foreign  aid  since  World  War  II. 

Perhaps  the  worst  tragedy  of  the  year  in 
U.S.  terms  was  the  bombing  of  Pan  Am 
Flight  103  four  days  before  Christmas.  All 
258  passengers  were  killed  including  35 
Syracuse  students  returning  home  for  the 
holidays.  The  remains  of  the  aircraft  were 
scattered  over  Lockerbie,  Scottland 
where  seventeen  residents  were  also 
killed. 

The  worst  oil  disaster  in  North  America 
occured  in  late  March  when  an  Exxon  oil 
tanker  hit  a  reef  in  the  Prince  William 
Sound  off  the  coast  of  Alaska.  Over 
240,000  barrels  of  oil  poured  into  the 
water  killing  thousands  of  marine  animals 
and  damaging  the  area's  fish  hatcheries 
and  parklands. 

The  year  was  packed  full  of  both  posi- 
tive and  negative  excitement.  The  combi- 
nation of  the  two  will  perhaps  teach  the 
people  of  the  world  to  continue  helping  his 
fellow  man.

Mary  Washington  College  has 
played  a  more  Important  role 
in  the  lives  of  several  faculty  members 
and  administrators  than  most  people  im- 
agine. Approximately  twenty-five 
campus  postion's  are  currently  being 
filled  by  MWC  graduates,  from  the  past 
fifty-two  years.  They  have  given  a  new 
meaning  to  "school  spirit. " 

Due  to  their  "double  exposure"  to  the 
college,  several  of  these  graduates  have 
witnessed  the  changes  MWC  hiis  gone. 
Mrs.  Norma  Batchelder,  Spanish  prof- 
essor and  Faculty  Representative  to  the 
Alumni  Association,  feels  that  different 
academic  standards  now  exist.  Accord- 
ing to  her  reading  and  writing  skills  have 
declined  since  1 966,  she  blames  this  fact 
in  part  to  television. 

Dr.  Overman,  college  physician,  who 
graduated  from  Mary  Washington  in 
1965,  has  viewed  a  drastic  change  in 


visitation  and  dress  policies.  In  1965 
freshman  dorms  had  a  specific  time  for 
"lights  out"  and  there  was  no  twenty-four 
hour  visitation.  As  for  the  dress  code,  girls 
(there  were  no  guys  yet)  could  wear  only 
skirts.  Shorts  and  slacks  could  be  worn 
only  if  a  trenchcoat  was  worn  overtop.  Dr. 
Overman  has  noticed  that  MWC  has  be- 
come much  more  liberal  in  the  area  of 
visitation  and  dress  code. 

A  recent  graduate,  Abas  Adenan  is  the 
Assistant  Dena  of  Admissions  and  Finan- 
cial Aid.  He  graduated  in  1 985  and  ac- 
cepted a  job  with  the  college  within  six 
months  of  graduating.  He  feels  that  the 
student  body  has  become  academically 
stronger,  this  is  reflected  in  MWC's  in- 
creased popularity.  He  sees  more  ac- 
tivities available  to  the  entire  campus  and 
more  original  ideas.  He  has  witnessed  an 
increasingly  unified  Mary  Washington 
just  within  the  past  four  years.
